DOWIE’S DISCIPLE. 


HIS MIND UNHINGED BY HEAL- 
ING DOCTRINES. 


Solomon P. Johnston, a Once 

Wealthy Man of St. Louis and 

Later of San Diego, Committed 
to Stockton—A Raving Maniac. 


Another singular insanity case came 
before the lunacy commissioners yes- 
terday in Department No. 5 of the Su- 
perior Court. The patient. was Solo- 
mon P. Johnston, an architect from 
San Diego, and he was so violent that 
it took several deputy sheriffs to bring 
him from the County Jail to the court- 
room. They were obliged to carry him 
nearly allthe way. His arms were in 
a muffler, and the officers were obliged 
to hold him during the examination. 

The nature of his insanity is religious 
mania, contracted from becoming a 
convert to the teachings of the Rev. 
Alexander Dowie, the faith-healing 


Los Angeles. During the examination 
he shouted scraps of scripture, and en- 
joined the necessity of religious beliefs 
upon those present. 

Mr. Johnston was accompanied by 
Dr. C. N. Johnston of San Diego, 8 
cousin, who was telegraphed for after 
the arrival of the patient with A. C. 
Johnston, his brother. The latter was 
en route to St. Louis with the insane 
man to put bim in an asylum there, but 
when the party reached Los Angeles 
he became so violent that they could 
proceed no further, and it was decided 
not to risk the long ag 

Mr. Johnston’s history is a pathetic 
one. He was a man of more than 
ordinary intelligence and ability. He 
was quite a wealthy man in St. Louis, 
where he practiced his profession. A 
series of unlucky experiments reduced 
him to poverty. About the same time, 
as misfortunes never come singly, he 
had an unfortunate love affair. The 
effect of his troubles seriously im- 

aired his health, and he came to San 

jego. There be secured a contract 
for building a house, and about the 
time it was under headway, went one 
night to hear the Rev. Alexander 
Dowie preach upon healing by faith. 
He became interestéd in the subject, 
and pay was so profoundly influ- 
enced by the chimerical utterances of 
the man that his reason was over- 
thrown. 

It was noticed first in the frequency 
with which he reverted to the teach- 
ings of the faith-cure man, and the 
evident possession which they took of 
his every thought. He then became 
very cranky in the house which he was 
building. For no reason in the world 
he would discharge men, and the whole 
business was rapidly demoralizea 


and thrown into. confusion. 
There was trouble between him-

SAN TA MONICA. 


A COUPLE OF F SANTA BARBARA 
RUNAWAYS TRAPPED. 


The Town Trustees Enter a Formal 
Protest Against the Discharge 
of Sewage in the Ocean—The 
Senator Jones Ball—Notes and 
Personals.

THE REFORM SCHOOL SITE. 


Those persons who are interested in 
the location of the Reform School at 
Whittier are talking very loud through 
their organ, and raising a big cloud of 
dust, in order to try and divert public 
attention from the facts in the case. 
‘The approval of the site by Mr. 
Waterman, after he had himself stated 
that nothing less than 160 acres weuld 
do, upon the mere bonding of 120 acres 
adjoining the present 40, was un- 
doubtedly premature, and naturally 
lays Mr. Waterman open to the sus- 
picion of collusion with the speculat- 
ors. Either that, or he has acted in, 
an exceedingly unbusiness-like man- 
ner. 

This affair is, however, by no means 
settled, although the conspirators are 
very anxious to have the public be- 
lieve thatit is. It ismorethan probable 
that the next Legislature will refuse to 
vote money for the purchase of 
the additional 120 acres; consider- 
ing the facts that the bill 
did not contemplate the payment 
of any money for land; that twice as 
much good, well-watered land was of- 
fered in another location; that the 
Whittier site is undoubtedly deficient 
in its present water supply, whatever 
might, could or would be ultimately 
developed (at the expense of the 
State); that there is more than a prob- 
ability of complications arising in the 
title to the land, and that one of the 
commissioners had a personal interest 
in the selection. Besides these things, 
it is an open secret that at least one 
person has already profited, to the ex- 
tent of $6000, through influencing the 
selection of the site. These facts will 
certainly come out in a legislative de- 
bate, and there is small probability 
that even an average California Leg- 
islature will pass an appropriation bill 
for so palpable a job. 

In the meantime, should an attempt 
be made to continue improvements on 
the present 40 acres, it will be nothing 
but a deliberate and inexcusable at- 
tempt on the part of a few speculators 
to take advantage of the State by 
means of trickery that borders closely 
on criminality. 

Citizens of this section will not soon 
forget or readily forgive the action of 
Mr. Waterman, the speculators and 
their organ in seeking to force upon 
the State, for a charitable purpose, a 
site that is in several ways undesirable 
and unfit, while other much better 
locations—one of them adjoining the 
city limits—were offered.

San Francisco, July 30.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The steamer Dora, which 
arrived from Bering Sea last night, brings 
the first detailed account of the capture of 
the British sealer.Black Diamond by the 
United States revenue cutter Richard Rush. 


Diamond and ordered her to heave to. The 
captain of the Black Diamond refused to do 
this. Thereupon the commander of the 
Rush ordered the lowering of the ports and 
running out of the guns, which caused the 
schooner to heave to. 

Capt. Sheppard aud Lieut. Tuttle boarded 
the English craft and asked for her papers. 
The officers of the Black Diamond ‘offered 
no armed resistance, but refused to deliver 
the ship’s papers. Capt. Sheppard at once 
broke open the cabin, forced the hinges of 
the strong box and captain’s chest, — 
securing the papers which he wanted. 
search of the vessel disclosed 106 seal skins, 
which had been taken in Bering Sea. 

Capt. Shep laced a non-commis- 
sioned officer from the Rush in charge of 
the Black Diamond, and ordered the vessel 
taken to Sitka to await further instructions. 

The captain of the Black Diamond made 
the statement that when in Victoria he had 
been ordered to pay no attention in case he 
was overtaken by the Rush and requested 
to heave to. Hesaid he would not have 
surrendered if the Rush had had an infe- 
rior force to that of his own. 

On July 13th the schooner Triumph was 
also boarded by Capt. Sheppard, but no ar- 
rest was made, the skins on board the ves- 
sel having been captured in the Pacific and 
not in Bering Sea.

“Vedolia C.” | 
JUMPS UPON THE INTELLIGENT BOARD 
OF HORTICULTURE, 

SAN GABRIEL, July 29.—fTo the Ed- 
itor of Tox Times.] Au article in the 
Sunday Tribune, entitled The Scale- 
bug War,” should by rights be termed 
the humbug war, for certainly such 
has been the result of the policy pur- 
sued by Los Angeles ‘county’s intelli- 
gent Board of Horticulture. 

Notwithstanding itis a well-known 
fact that Nature keeps in check its 
most destructive creatures by means 
of parasites feeding upon them, this 
brilliant board insists upon oe 
the suicidai policy of cutting back an 
spraying. 

At the time this present Board of 
Horticulture came into existence, the 
vedolia cardinalis was well established 
in Mr. Wolfskill’s orchard, and doing 
effective work. The heroic policy of 
cutting back bad been pursued in the 
Wolfskill place, and in consequence 
there was but little verdure on which 
the white scale could exist, and the 
vedolia made quick work of it. A col- 
ony was also settled at Col. Dobbin’s 
place, in San Gabriel, fulfilling their 
mission in a manner, the effectiveness 
of which the most credulous could not 
deny. And yet, in the face of all this 
comes this o’er wise board and orders 
that all trees infected with the white 
and red scale insects must be topped 
back, and the remains sprayed with 
an emulsion or wash. 

Every effort possible was put forth 
by the interested fruit-growers to in- 
duce the board to give up its moss- 
back methods, and use allits efforts 
in spreading the parasites 7 in- 
fected orchards. In vain it was illus- 
trated to this wise body that the 
washes used were not only: injurious 
to the trees, but had undoubtedly in 
the past ws down, if not entirely 
destroyed, the parasites that Nature 
has provided for the destruction, or at 
least subjection, of the red scale. 
However, in pig-headedness, was the 
motto the board adopted, and right 
royally have they lived up toit. For 
all they are servants of the people, and 
their employers expected some returns 
for wages earned, it has been left to 
the enterprise and energy of two pub- 
lic-spirited citizens, at their own ex- 
pense, to save our orange orchards 
from entire destruction. 

“Honor to him to whom honor is 
due.“ To Mr. Wolfskill of Los An- 
geles and Col. Dobbins of San Gabriel 
alone, the honor is due for all 
that has been accomplished in 
exterminating the white scale. 
Mr. Wolfskill has given away 
from his colony over 20,000 of the 
vedolia cardinalis. Meanwhile Col. 
Dobbins has established in the San 
Gabriel Valley, from Alhambra to 
Covina, and from the mountains to 
Downey, 226 colonies of 100,000 of this 
parasite. It is hard to realize the 
time, trouble and expense to which 
Mr. Dobbins has been put in the dis- 
semination of such a body of insects. 
From early in June up to date the a 

roach to his residence has been a pu 
ic thoroughfare, lined from early 
morning to night with eager fruit- 
growers anxious to obtain the panacea 
of their horticultural woes and 
troubles. The Colonel has attended to 
them all without any compensation, 
save the satisfaction ef knowing that 
the orange industry was tobe saved 
from entire destruction. 

+ The Tribune, however, would repay 
such efforts by the Sunday article, 
wherein the 8 of Los Angeles 
county are to be congratulated upon 
the te of an int enge 
(?) board of horticultare;” an 
dition to this base ing 
Tribune is happy to be able to state 
that the Horticultural Commissioners 
have discovered, and are now using, 
an éffective remedy “that costs com- 
paratively nothing.” - | 

It may possibly put a damper on the 
Tribune’s state of felicity, as also 
bring a blush to the bronzed faces of 
the intelligent“ bodrd to be informed 
that this simple wash” so recently 
discovered, consisting of rosin, caustic 
soda and water, was formulated by 
Prof. Albert Koebele in 1886 and has 
been extensively used ever since, both 
in Los Angeles and the San Gabriel 
Valley orchards. Furthermore, in 
this valley this and all other washes 
have been discarded as injurious to 
trees and destructive to parasite life. 

It isimpossible at present to find a 
live cottony cushion scale insect in 
any stage of existence in Col. Dob- 
bins’s orchard. This happy result has 
been accomplished by assisting the 
vedolia in every way possible in its pas- 
sage from tree to tree. Still at this 
‘late date we are gravely informed that 
„the commissioners have erected five 
large buildings with cloth sides,“ in 
which, apparently, to imprison and 
starve the vedolia or render, it a can- 
nibal. Why this has boen done no 
common horticulturist can find out.

cations. Wolfe then landed on the 
opposite bank, below the town, to seize 
the passage at Montmorency and bring 
on an action, but the French were 
strongly posted, and the impetuosity 
of his advance force in rushing to the 
attack before the support was ready 
obliged Wolfe to fall back, with a loss 
of 500 men, on the 31st of July. The 
decisive battle on the plains of Abra- 
ham, which procured for Wolfe death 
and victory, COMMER, on the 13th of 
September. 
LORD NORTH’S PROPOSALS.

The famous encyclopedia, the first 
volume of which appeared in 1751, and 
which attracted such wide attention 
throughout Europe, was produced un- 
der the editorial supervision of 
D' Alembert and Diderot, the latter of 
whom was born about 1712, and died 
July 31, 1784. He was one of the 
master spirits of that body of men of 
letters who. under the leadership of 
Voltaire, sowed the seeds of the French 
Revolution.
